The Pans number about 30,000 ir| 
the Angul District and} a community, 
of altogether about 350,000 in) 
Orissa. 

They belong to the out-caste ctasiH 
cs and their status is similar to that, 
of the Cliamars In the United Prov- 
inces. If a Pan ever touches a enrt 
on *hich a Hindu is Bitting; the Hin- 
du is defiled. They reckon them- 
selves, however, as the Chimars do, 
of higher caste than the sweepers 
and they are very proud of this, aud 
it is a barrier to them becoming out- 
wardly Christians. 

Got into Bad Waya ' 

Until rcecnt years they wcro 
mostly employed by Hindus to cul- 
tivate their lands and were very 
badly paid in grain for doing so, 
and in times of scarcity they were 
compelled to fend for themselves, 
with the result tliat many, got into 
ways of stealing and pilfering and a 
considerable number became dacoita 
and robbers. 

When The Salvation Army cam* 
upon the scene there were many oc 
the men in the village who were 
locked up every night, but for the 
■past three years, this baa not bceil 
necessary. From the first the Pans 
received The -.Salvation Army with, 
open armsj as their Friend, and 
came to us for advice and help on 
every subject, from far and near. 

Apart from the crimes they actu- 
ally committed it was quite a com- 
mon thing to nnd a scapegoat front 
among the Pans for crimes of otliec 
Castes, but this^ls very rarely at- 
tempted now— 'we -will go the Pan! 
Sahib about it"— being generally a 
sufficient protection. 

Government Officials have given! 
much help and have been sincerely 
Interested in settling the Pans upon! 
land of their own, with the result 
that there are quite a number oC 
large Pan Village*, clean and tidy,, 
and surrounded by their own land, 
and the rule that they must cultj* 
vate their own land and not let it 
out to higher caste cultivators has 
worked much good. 

Flourishing Settlements ' i 



Quite recently two new villages 
were built by us arid land appor- 
tioned for sUty families, the Gov- 
ernment repairing and making 
water tanks— one of these villages 
has now about thirty head of cattle 
of their own, and last year they 
cultivated their own fields. - 

A Missionary Assistant's Hcad^ 
quarters and Hall has been built 
at Gorong and is under the charge 
of Ensign and Mrs. Sundardas who 
tour among the Pans. They are* 
assisted by a Pan Teacher who al- 
though not yet clearly converted,, 
explains and reads thc'Oriya Testae 
ment to the pcopte and quite a num- 
ber of Educated Pans have offered 
to become Salvation Preachers and 
read their Testaments to the pco^ 
pie; It is hoped they will soon gelt 
the change of heart we explain ajj 
first accessary.

Two Year j of Prohibition ■■ ■". ■ 

THE first anniversary of Prohibi- 
tion in Ontario was the occasion 
of all-found congratulation upon the 
results which had followed the put- 
ting into effect of the Ontario Tern-- 
pcrancc Act; the second, which will 
be celeb rated white this issue of "The 
War Cry" is on the press, finds 
every good opinion abundantly con- 
firmed. 

Prohibit k/h, despite the handicaps 
whieli were at first placed upon its 
effectiveness by the lack of Domin- 
ion-wide legislation which has since 
been enacted, and the full benefit of 
- which has yet to be felt, has 'been 
proved iincqtHvoerilly successful, 
and there is undoubtedly an over- 
whelming majority of the people in 
favour of it. 

There is n small, but very pcrsUt- 
tent find unscrupulous minority 
desirous, for purposes of gain, of a 
reversal of the present happy condi- 
tions. In this success will be impos- 
sible if the majority do not allow- 
themselves to be lulled into such a 
condition of fancied security that' 
they permit the question to go by 
default. Prohibition, with all its 
benefits, will uot be secure until It is 
made permanent Dominion law, and 
no opportunity should be lost ox 
keeping the Issue alive in the public ' 
mind. s 

The cartoon which we this week 
reproduce from the Brilhh "War 
Cry" is a most appropriate and 
pointed reminder that one of the' 
' greatest enemies of the' home life 
which is the strength of a nation is 
Strong Drink, Our comrades in the 
Old Country arc fighting against 
heavy odds to secure the entiretan- 
islimcnt of this evil from their 
shores, The experience which Can- 
ada has had of the blessings of doing 
so will make all our readers, we are 
sure, ready to pray with the utmost 
earnestness that jhey, too, may have 
Divine assistance in their struggle 
and speedy victory. 

U. S, A, Joining the "Dry" 
f*VNE of the most significant 
v events of the past week is that 
the United States Senators, without 

a roll-cull, pnsscd the prohibitory 
clnuse of the Emergency Agricul- 
tural Appropritttion Ui]l by which 
that country will go "bone dry" 
after July 1st next until the end of 
the war. The measure now goes to* 
the House of Representatives, where, 
the Washington correspondents- 
predict, it will likewise be agreed to , 
Prohibiiion whs put before Congress 
in this form as il war measure "to 
secure increased national efficiency." 
"Under the stern test at war," 
comments the Toronto "Globe/' "it 
is recognized without dissent that 
the abolition of alcoholic beverages 
mtreascs national efficiency. Action 
is taken as. u war men sure, but the 
experience of the United SUilcs 
under prohibitory fegUlatioil will

acted jointly and issued, an. edict pro- 
hibiting all manufacture of beer" 
during the balance of the war.

A DISTINCT GAIN 

THE gain jd national efficiency 
is 50 great as a resnlt of the 
war-time liquor., restrictions 
that it> is. certain Great Britain 
never will return to pre-war condi- 
tions in thisregard, according to a 
statement made to thc Associated 
Press by Baron D'Abcrnon, Chair- 
man of the Central Board of Control. 
He said : "The regulations limiting 
the hours of sale, providing for the 
dilution of spirits a'nd beer and for- 
bidding treating, have resulted in 
Ineniarfcablc decreases tn drunkenness 
and the diseases incidental to drink- 
ing. The level of drunkenness to- 
day is about half that of a year ago. 
.when it was one-third that of the 
pre-war time. There has been a gen- 
eral decrease of about eighty-three 
per cent, in drinking among both 
men and women."
